John Mavna.’d 
Harlan, son of Associate Justice H ar­ 
lan of the 
United 
States supremo 
court, Avas yesterday a loser as Repub­ 
lican candidate for mayor. 
The de­ 
feat is attributed to an extraord’nary 
Avhirl of causes, startin g Avith pofihcai 
revenge and taking in a wide sweep, 
em bracing the most up-to-date social­ 
ism as a factor. 
The victor is Judge 
Edward I''. Dunne, Democrat, who was 
elected by a plurality of 24,248 and 
received a m ajority of 945 of all the 
votes cast. 
He also had the distinc­ 
tion of receiving the greatest vote ever 
cast In Chicago for a candidate for the 
office of mayor. 
Appeals to fear of domination by 
corporate wealth appeared to sway 
many voters and perhaps more than 
any other influence was incorrectly 
gauged by the Republicans.

Captain 
Alexander M. Scott, cashier of the 
defunct 
institution loses his entire 
fortune by the failure and at the age 
of sixty-nine is facing the world w ith­ 
out a cent, according to his own sta te ­ 
ment. 
Only a few weeks ago he was 
here lobbying against the enactm ent 
of a law for the supervision of private 
banks and to prevent the loaning of 
th© banks’ funds on property in which 
the officers were interested. Of course 
the law would have been too late to 
prevent the failure at Ladoga but it 
seems a cruel irony of Captain Scott’s 
misfortune to have the need of a rigid 
private banking law so forcibly il­ 
lustrated. 
The private banking law 
enacted by the recent legislature was 
a make shift affair so full of holes that 
it will probably fall to accomplish the 
purpose of the men who were respon­ 
sible for it3 introduction. 
It is reg ar­ 
ded. however, as a good start in such 
legislation. 


Congressman E. D. C rum packer of 
the Tenth district is arranging his 
affairs to accompany Secretary Taft 
and his party of congressmen, sena­ 
tors. cabinet m embers and other nota­ 
bles to the Philippines.
